of 1,000,000 men, to include every man who has seen service in any 
sluipo for his country, to take the place of an expensive atanding 
army, was the scheme originated at the recent meeting in Chicago 
of the "Army of the Philippines," whoso head is now General Jacob 
H. Smith of this city, probably the best known of the Philippine 
fighters. The plan, which has found much favor with many mili- 
tary authorities, provides for the meeting of the various parts of 
this "Reserve" »rmy regularly either in the armories or in the fed- 
crul bulldiiigu where no armory is available, 


Each unit of the reserve force is to be kept intact; thus those 


who have served in the Philippines will keep up their organization, 
and those who served- in Mexico, Panama, Alaska, Indian Wars, 
etc., will do likewise. 
The advocates of the movement have classi-
